New-England, by Captaine 
lobn Smith. 


22) N the moneth of Aprill, 1614. Myfirtt voy. 
f().)\ wich two Ships from Lendoa, of B80 0 nr¥- 
Vea) a few Marchants,! chancedto ar- Baie 
rive in New-England, a parte of 
e5)| Ameryca, atthe Ile of AMonahig- 
gan, in 435 of Northerly lati- 
as there to take VWVhalesand make 
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fifhing acoftly conclufion: wefaw many, and {pent 
much time in chafing them; but couldnot killany: 
They beeing a kinde of Iubartes, and not the 
Whale that yeeldes Finnes and Oyleas wee expec. 
ted. For our Golde, ic was ratherthe Mafters de- 
vice to get a-voyage that protected it, then any 
knowledge hee had-at all ofany fuch matter. Fifh 
& Furres wasnow our guard: & by our late arrival, 
andiong lingring about the Whale, the prime of 
borhthofe feafons were paft ere wee perceived it; 
we thinking thactheir aoe ferued ar all ac 
pus 
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3 The defcription of New England, - 
but wee found it otherwile; for, by the midf& 
of Iune, the fithing failed. Yet in Iuly and Auguft 
fome was taken, but not fufficient to defray fo great 
a chargeas our ftay required. Of dry hth we made 
about4 000. of Cor fith about 7000, Whileft . 
the failers fifhed, my felfe with eight or nine others 
of them might beft bee {pared , Ranging the coaft 
ina {mall boat, wee got for trifles neer 1100 Beuer 
skinnes, 100 Martins, and neeras many Otters; 
andthe moft of them within the diftance of twenty 
leagues. We ranged che Coaft both Eaft and Wet 
much furders buc Eaftwards our commodities were 
not efteemed,they were fo neare the French who af- 
fords them better ; andrightagainft vs inthe Main 
wasa Ship of Sir Frances Pepphames, that bad there 
fach acquaintance, hauing many yeares vied onely 
that porte, that the moft parte there was had by 
him. And 40 leagues weftwards were twoFrench 
Ships, that had made therea great voyage by trade, 
during the time wee tryed thofe conclufions, not 
knowing the Coaft, nor Saluages habitation. With 
thee Furres, the Traine, and Cor-fith I returned 
for England in the Bark: where within {ix monthes 
after our departure from the Downes,we fafearriued 
back. The beft of this fifh was folde for flue pound » 
the hundreth, the reft by ill viage betwixt three — 
poundand fifty thillings. The other Ship ftaied to 
fit herfelfe for Spaine with the dry fifh which was 
fould, by the Sailers reporte chat recurned, at forty 
ryalls the quincall, each hundred weighing twe 
quintalls anda balte. . |

New England isthat partof Americain the O- the ftustion 
cea Sea oppofite to Nowa Albyon in the South of New Eng- 
Sea; difcouered by the moft memorable Sir Fraz-*""- 
cis Drake in his voyage about the worlde, In res 
garde whereto this is {tiled New England, beeing 
inthe fame latitude. New France, off it, is North- 
ward: Southwardes is Virginia, and all the ad- 
ioyning Continent, with New Granado, New Spain, 
New Andolofia andthe Weft Indies. Now becaufe 
[haue beene lo oft asked {uch ftrange queftions, of 
the goodnefle and greatnefle of thole {patious 
Tracts of land, how they can bee thus long vn- 
known, ornot poflefled by the Spaniard, and ma- 
nyuch like demands; I intreac your pardons, if 
I chance to be too plaine, or tedious in relating 
amy knowledge for plaine mens{atisfaction. 
'Floridais the next adioyning tothe Jsdes, which Notes of Flos 
vnprofperoufly wasattempted to bee planted by" 
the French. A Country farre bigger then England, 
Scotland, France and Ireland, yet little knowne to 
any Chriftian, but by the wonderful enceuours of 
Ferdinando de Soto a valiant Spaniard: whofe wri- 
tings in thisageis the beft guide knowne to fearch 
thole parts. 

Virginia js no Me (as many doe imagine) but Notesof Vir. 
part of the Continent adioyning to Florida; whofe 5°" 
bounds may be ftretched to the magnitude there- 

‘of without offence to any Chriftian inhabitane. 
For from the degrees of 30. to 45. his Maieftic 

hath granted his Letters patents, the Coaft exten- 

-ding South-weft and North-eaft aboute 1500 
| B2 miles, 
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4 The defcriptionof New England, 
miles; but to follow ic aboard, che fhore may well 
be 2000. at the leaft : of which, 20. miles is che 
mot gives entrance into. the Bay of Céifapeak, 
where is che Lowdon plantation: within which is 
a Country(as you may perceiue by thedelcription 
ina Booke and Map printed in my name of that 
little I chere difcouered) may well fuffice 3 00000 
people to inhabit. And Southward adioyneth 
that part difcouered at the charge of Sir Walter 
Rawley, by Sir Ralph: Lane, and that learned Ma- 
thematician M'. Zhomas Heryot.. Northward {ix.or 
fcauen degrees is the River Sadagabeck, where was 
planted the Wefterne Colony, by that Honoura- 
ble Patrone of vertue Sir Johns Poppham Lord chicf 
Iuftice of England. Ther:is alfo a relation prin. 
ted by Captaine Bartholomew. Gofnould, of Eliza. 
beths iles: andan other by Captaine I¥aymoth, of 
Pemmaquid, Fromall thefe diligent obferuers, po= 
fterity may be. bettered by the fruits of their fa- 
bours.. But for diuers-others that long before and 
{ince haue ranged thofe parts, within a kenning 
fometimes of the fhore, fome. touching in one 
place fome in another, I muft entreatthem pardon 
me for omitting them; or if I offend in faying 
chat their crue defcriptions are concealed, or neuer 
well obferued, or died withrhe Authérs: fo that 
the Coat is yer ftill but euen as aCoaft vaknowne 
and vidifcouered. I haue had fix or feauen feuerall 
plors of thofe Northren parts, fo valike each to 
other, and moft fodiffering from any true propor: 


tion, or refemblanceof che. Countrey, asthey did 
mre

though they coftme more. It may be it was not 
my chanceto fee the beft ; but leaft others may be 
deceiued as I was,or throgh dangerous ignorance

Map from Point'to Point, Ileto Ie, and Harbour 
to Harbour, withthe Soundings, Sands, Rocks, & 
Land-marksas I paffed clofe aboard the Shore ina 
little Boat; although there bemany things to bee 
obferued which the hafte of other affaires did caule 
me omit: for, being fent moreto ger prefentcom+ 
moditics, then knowledge by difcoueries for any 
furaregood, I had noc power tofearchas I would: 
yetie will ferue to dire&any thall goe that waies, 
to fafe Harbours and the Saluages habitations: 
What marchandize and commodities for theirJa- 
bour they may finde, this following difcourfe fhall 
plainely demonftrate. | 

Thus you may fee, of this 2600. miles more 
then halfeis yet vnaknowne toany purpofe : no noc 
fo muchasthe borders of the Seaare yetcertainly 
difcouered. As for the goodnesand true fabftan- 
ces of the Land; wee are for moft part yetaltoge- 
therignorane of them, vnileffe it bee thafe parts a- 
bout the Bay of Chifapeack and Sagadabock: but 
onely here andthere wee couched or haue feene a 
little the edges of thofe large.dominions, which 


doe ftretch themfelues into the Maine, God doth - 


know how many thoufand miles; whereof we can 
yet no more iudge, then a ftranger that faileth be- 
twixt England and France can de(cribe the Harbors 
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6 The defcription of NewEnglind, 


and dangers by landing here or there in fomé Ri- 
uer or Bay, telithereby che goodneffe and fubftan- 
cesot Spaine, Italy, Germany, Bohemia, Hungaria & 
thereft. By this you may perceiue how much they 
erre, thatthink cuery one w** hath bin at Firginia 
vnderftandeth or knowes what Virginiais : Or that 
the Spaniards know one halfe quarter of thofe T ers 
ritories they poffeife; no, not fo muchas the true 
circumference of Terra Incognita, whofe large do- 
minions may equalize thegreatnefleand goodnes 
of America, for any thing yet known.

As for example, on this fide 
the line Weft of ic in the South Sea, is Nowa Al- 
biow, difcouered as is faid, by Sir Francis Drake, 
Fatt from ic, is the moft temperate part of Por- 
tugale, the ancient kingdomes of Galazia, Biskey, 
Nauarre, Arragon, Catalonia , Caftilia the olde, 
andthe moft moderateft of Ca/liia the new, and 
Valentia, which is the greateft part of Spain: which 
if the Spavifh Hiftories bee true, in the Remanes 
time abounded no leffe with golde and filuer 
Mines, then now the [Vest Indies; The Romanes 
then vfing the Spaniards to workin thole Mines, 
as: now the Spaniard doth the Indians.

For their tranfportation, the fhips that go there

to get their fraught; bur one third part of chat 
companie are onely but proper ro ferue a ftage, 
carry a barrow, and turne Poor Iohn: notwith- 
ftanding, they muft haue meate, drinke, clothes, & 
paffage, as well asthe reft. Now all I detire, is but 
this; That thofe thac voluntarily will fend fhip- 
ping, fhould make here the beft choife they can,

Of woods feeing there isfuch plenty ofall forts, 
if thofe that build thips and boates, buy wood at 
fo greata price,asitisin Exeland, Spaine, France, 
Italy; and Holland, and all other provifions for 
the. nourifhing of mans life; live well by their 
trade: when labour isallrequiredto take thole ne- 
ceflaries without any other tax 5, what hazard will 
be here, but doe much berter? And whatcom- 
moditie in Aarape Goth more decay then wood? 


For the goodneile of che ground, let vs takeicfer- - 


till, or barren, or as ic-is  {ceing ic is-cerraine it 
beares fruites, co nourifh.and feed man and beaft, 
as well as England, and the Sea thofe teuerall 
fortsof fith I haue retared.

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24 The defeription of New England, 

ing among the Iles, or hunsing the Lakes and 
Woods, for Deer and Beuers. The Bay is full of 
great Ilands, of one, two, fix, eight, or ten miles in 


Jength, which diuides it into many faire and excel- 


lent good harbours. On che Eaft ofir, are the Zar- 
rantines, their mortallenemies, where inhabit che 
French, as they report that liue wich chofe people, 
as one nation or family. And Northweft of Pex- 
nobfcot is Mecaddacut,at the foot ofa high moun- 
taine, a kinde of fertrefle againft the Zarrantines, 
adioyning to the high mountaines of Pennob/cet, 
againft whole feet doth beac the Sea: But ouerall 
the Land, Iles, or other impediments, you may 
well fee them fixtcene or cighteene leagues from 
their ficuation. Sezocker is the nextsthen Wu/concus, 
Pemmaguid,and Sagadabock. Vp this River where 
was the Wefterne plantation are Aumuckcawgen, 
Kinnebeck,and diuers others, where there is plan- 
ted fome corne fields, Along this Riuer 400r 50 
miles, I faw nothing bur great high cliffes of bars 
ren Rocks, ouergrowne with wood: but where 
the Saluages dwele there the ground is exceeding 
fac & fertill. Weftward:of thisRiuer, is the Coun- 
trey of Aucocifco, in the bottome-of a large deepe 
Bay, full of many great Iles, which diuidesitinto 
many good harbours. Sowocotuck is the next, in 
the edge ofa large fandy Bay, which hath many 
Rocks and Iles, but few good harbours, but for 
Barks, I yet know. But all this Coaft to Pennob- 
f{cot,and as farre I could fee Eaftward of it is no- 
thing but (uch high craggy Cliffy Rocks & hous

Iles that I wondered fuch great trees could growe 
vpon fo hard foundations. It is a Countrie rather 
 coaffrighr,then delight one.

next; This place might content a aoe curious 
judgement : but there are many fands at the en- 
trance of theharbor: and the worftis, itis inbay- 
edcoo farre from the deepe Sea. Heere are many 
__ sifing hilles, and on their tops and defcents many 
corne fields, and delightfull groues. On the Eaft, 
isan Ileof cwo or three leagues in length ; the one

‘| proportioned people : but the French hauing re- 
mained heere neere fixe weekes, left nothing, forvs 
to take occafion to examine the inhabicants relati- 
ons,v#z.it there be neer three choufand people vp- 
on thee Hes; and thatthe River doth pearce many 
Gaies tourneies the intralles of that Countrey. We 
found the people in chofe parts verickinde ; but in. 
their furie no ieffe valianc. For, vpona guarrell wee 
had with one of them, hee onely with three others 
crofied the harbor of Quopaba/sit to certaine rocks 
whereby wee muft paffe ; and there let fliecheir are.

friendes. Cape Cod is the next prefents  felfe: 
‘which is onely a headland of high hils of fand,ouer- 


‘growne with thrabbie pines, hurts,and {uch trath; 
-bucan excellent harbor for all weathers: This Cape 
is made by the maine Sea on the one fide, anda 


great Bay on the other in forme of afickle: onit 
doth inhabit the people of Pawmer : and in the bot- 
come ofthe Bay,the people of Chawum. Towards 
the Southand Southweft of this Cape, is founda 
Jong and dangerous fhoale of fandsand rocks. But 
fo farre as incircledir, I found thirtie fadom wa- 
ter aboard the fhore, and a ftrong current:: which 
makes mee chinke there is a Channell about this 
fhoale ; where isthe beft and greareft filh to be had, 
Winter and Summer, inall that Countrie. But, the 
Saluages fay there is no Channell, but thac.the 
fhoales beginne from the maine at Pawmer, tothe 
Tle of Naw/it; and {0 extends beyond their know- 
Jedge intotheSea.

At Fyall,wee were chafed by two French Py- The oncof 

‘rats, whocommanded vs Amaine. Chambers, Min- 200,theothes 
ter, Digby, and others, importuned againe the“

would make them all flaues: or Frenchmen, and 

would throw them all ouer board ifthey fhor but 

a peece; and that they were entertained to filh, 

and not to fight : vntillthe Captaine vowed to fire 

the powder and fplit the fhip, if they would not 

ftand to their defence; whereby at laft wee went 

cleere of them, for all their fhor.

the parcicularshe remembreth noc: Bur, as for the 
cloarh,canuas, and the Captaines cloathes, Cham 
bers, and his aflociats divided ic among ft thems 
{elues, and to whom they beft liked; his Captaine 
not having any thing, co his knowledge, but his 
waftecoatand breeches. And inthis mannergoing 
from fhip to fhip, to regaine our armes,and the 


reft; they feeing a fayle, gauechafe vntill night. . 


The next day being very foule weather,this examie 


nate came fo neere with the thip yntothe French . 


men of warre, that they fplit-cite. maine fayle on 
the others {pret fayle yard...Chambers. willed the

Now thecaufe why the Fresch decayned me a- 
gaine, was the fulpicionthis Chambers and Min- 
ter gaue them, thac I would reuenge my felfe,vpon 
the Bank, or in New found Land, of allthe French I 
could: there incounters & how I would haue fired 
the fhip, had chey not ouerperfwaded mee: and 
many other fuch like tricks to catch but opportu- 
niein this manertoleaueme, And thus they retur- 
ned to “Plimouth ; and perforce with the French I 
chus proceeded.

Still. we {pencour time about the 
Iles necre -Fyall: where to keepe my perplexed 
thoughts from too much meditation of my mife- 
rable eftace, I writ this difcourfe; thinking to haue 
fent it you of his Maiefties Councell, by {ome thip 
or other: for I faw their purpofe was co take all 
they could. At laft we were chaled by one Captain 
Barra,an Engljh Pyrat, ina {mall fhip, with fome 


-twelue pecces of ordinance, about thirty men,and 


neer all ftarued. T hey fought by curtefie relecfe 
of vss who gaue them fuch faire promiles, as at 
laft wee betrayed Captaine Wollsiton (his Licfte- 
nant )and foure or fiue of their men aboard-vs, and 


‘then prouidedco takethe reft perforce. Now my 
“part wasto be prifoner in thegun-roum,& not to 


{peake toany of them vpon my life: yet had Barra 
knowledge what I was. Then Barra perceiuing wel 
thefeFreach intents, made ready to fight, and Hol 


Lifton as -refolutely regarded not their threats, 


awhich 
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which caufed vs demurre vpon the matter longer, 

fom fixteene houres; and then returned their pri. 

foners, and fome vidtuallsalfo, vpona {mall.com- 

pofition. The next weetooke was a {mall Engh/h 

man of Poole from New found Land. The great ca- 

ben at this prefent, was my prifon; from whence 

I could fee.them pillage thofe poore men of all 

thac they had, andhalfe their fifh when heewas 

gone, they fould his. poore cloathes at the. maine. 

maft, by an outcry, which {carce gaue each man - 

feaucn pence .apeece. Not long after, wee tooke a. 

Scot.fraught from. Saint Michaels to Bristow: hee 

had better fortune chen the other. For, having but 

taken'a boats loading of fuger, marmelade,fuckets, 

and fuchlike, wedifcried foure fayle,. after whom . 

we food; who forling their. maine fayles attended 

vs to fight. But our French {pirits were content - 

onely to perceiue they were Engli/h red croffes. . 

Wichin a very {mall time after, wee chafed foure - 

Spanifh (hippes came from the Jndies: wee fought - 

with them foure or five houres, tore their fayles . 

and fides; yetnot daring to boardthem,lofithem. . 

A poore Caruell of Brafile, was. the next. we cha- - 

fed: andafter a {mall fight, rhirteene or fourtcen « 

of her men being wounded, which wasthe better Aprizeworth 

halfe, we tooke her, with'z7o chefts of fugar. The» 

nexe was. a We/f Indies-man,.of £60 tuns, with 

L200hides, so chefts of cutchanell, 14 coffers of 

wedges of filuer, 8090 ryalls of 8, and fix coffers 4 prize worth» 

of the King of Spaines treature, befides the pillage oownes,.. 

and rich coffers of many rich paffengers. Two 
Mey, eponethigh:. 
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monethes they kept me in this manner to manage 
their ights againft the Spaniards, and be aprifo- 
ner when they tooke any Exgl/h, Now though 
the Capraine had oft broke his promile, which 
wasto put mea-fhore on the Hes, orthe nexethip 
hetooke 5yetat laft,he wasintreated I fhould gee 
for France in the Caruell of fugar: him(elt refolued 
ftill tokcepe the Seas. Within two day es after,we 
were haled by two West Indy men: but when they 
faw-vs waue them for the King of frame, they 
gaue vs their broad fides, thor through our mayne 
maftand loleft vs. Hauing lived thus, neer three 
monethsamong-thofe French men of warre 3 with 
much adoe, we arriuedat the Gufion, not far from 
Rachel; where in ftead of the great promifes they 
alwaies:fed me with, of double (atisfaQtion, and 
fullcontent, they kept me ‘fiue or fix daies prifoner 
inthe Caruell , accufing mero bee him-thac burnt 
their Colony in.New France;to force mee giue 
them a difcharge before the ludge.of the Admi- 
ralry,and fo ftand totheir curtefie for {arisfaQion, 
orliein prifon, or a worle mifchiefe. To preuent 
this choife,in the end of facha ftorme that beat 
themrall vnder Hatches, I watched my opportuni- 
ty to get.a-fhore-in their boat; where-into, inthe 
darke night, I fecretly got: and with a halfe pike 
that lay by me, puta drift for Ras ile: burche Curs 
rent was fo ftrong and the Sea fogreat, I went a 
drift co Seastillic pleafed God the winde forurned 
with the tide, chat although J wasalichis fearcfull 
<night of gufts and raine, in the Sea, the Pee of r2 
| oures 
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houres, when many thips were driuena fhore, and 
diuerfe fplic(and being with {culling & bayling the 
water tired, I expected each minute would finke 
mee) ac laft I arriuedinan oazie Ileby Charowne; 
where cercaine fowlersfound mee neere drowned, 
and halfe dead, with water, colde,and hunger. By 
thofe,I found meanesto getteto Rochell ; where I 
vnderftood the man of warre which we left at Sea, 
and therich prize was fplit, the Captaine drow- 
ned and halfehis companie the fame night, within 
feauen leagues of that place, from whence I efca- 
ped alone, in the little boate, by the mercy of 
God ; far beyondall mens reafon, or my expectati- 
on. Arriving at Rochell , vpon my complaint roche 
Iudge of the Admiralicie, I founde many good 
words, and faire promiles ; and ere long many of » 
them that efcaped drowning, tolde mee the newes - 
they heard of my ownedeath : thefe Iarrefting, , 
their feuerall examinations ‘did fo confirme my | 
complaint,it was held proofe fufficient. All which 
being performed according to the order of iuftice,. 
from vnder the iudges hand; I prefented it tothe 
Enelifh Ambaffador then at Burdeaux where it was 
my chance to fee the arriuall of the Kings great ma-. 
riage brought froma Spaine. Of the wrack of the rich 
prize fome 36000. crownes worth ofgoodscame 
athore & was faued with the Caruell, which I did 
my befttoarreft: the Iudge did promifeme I fhold 
haueiuttice; what widlbec the conclufion asyer, I :

England, 1615 but wich-fo much infamy,as fuchtrecherous cow- 
ards could fuggeft ro.excufe their vilanies: But my 
clothes, bookes, inftruments, Armes, and whatI 
had, they fhared amongft them, and what they 
liked; fayning ,the French had all was wanting; and 
had throwne them into the Sea, taken their hip, 
andall, hadihey not runneaway & left meas they 
did. The cheeftaines of this mutinie that-I could 
finde, I laied.by the heeles; the reft, like themfelues, 
confeffed the truth as you hauc heard. Now how 
I haueor could preuentthefeaccidents, Ireft ac 
yourcenfures. But tothe matter. 

Newfound-land ac the fir, I haue heard, was 

held as defperate a fifhing, asthis I proie& in New 

England. Placentia,& the Banke,were alfo as doubt- 

fulltothe French : But, for all thedifafters happe- 

ned mee, the bufineffeis the fame it was ; and the 

fiuefhips (whereof one was reported more then 
threehundred tunnes) went forward ; & found fifh 

fo much, chat neither Izeland-man,nor Newfound- 

Jand-man, I could heare of hath beene there, will 

goe any more toeither place, if they may goe thi- 
eee ther, So,that vpon the returneof my Viceadmi- 
rall andthe Yall chat proceeded on her voyage when Upeiar 
; Marts, 
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: i foure fhips of 
matts, from Plimouch this yeare are gone foure OF London, from 
fue faile : and from London as many ; onely to New England, 
make voyages of profit : where the Englifhmen 
haue yet beene, all cheir returnes together (except 
Sic Fr. Popphames) would {carce make one a fauer 
ofneerea douzen I could nominate; though there 
be fith (ufficient, as I perfwade my lelfe, co fraughe 
yearely foure or five hundred fayle, orasmanyas 
will goe. For,this fithing (tretcheth along the Coaft 
from Cape Cod to Newfound-land, which is feauen 
orcight hundered milesatche leaft; and hath his 
courfe inthe deepes, and by the fhore,all thie yeare 
long; keeping cheir hantsand feedingsas the beaits 
of the field,& che birds of the aire. Bur, ail menare 
nor fuch as they fhouldbee, chat haue vadertakea 
thofe voiages:anda man that hath bat heard ofan - 
inftrument, can hardly vie it fo well,as hee that by 
vfehath contrived to make it. All the Rossanes were 
not Scipioes : nor all the Genewefes, Columbufes : nox 
all Spanyards,Cortefes:. had they diued nodeeper in . 
the fecrets of their difcoueries, then wee, or ftop- - 
pedat fach doubtsand poore accidental chances 5 
they had never beene remembred as they are : yet 
had they no fuch certainties to beginas wee. - Bur, 
toconclude, Adamand Eve did firk beginne this 
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not without much hazard, trauel!, difcontents, and 
many difafters. Hadchole worthie Fathers & their 
memorable eff-/pring not beene move diligent for 
vs now in thele Ages, then wee areco plant that 
yet vnplanted, forthe after livers : Had the feede 
of Abraham, our Sauiour Chrift, and his Apoftles, 
expofed themfelues to no more daungers to teach 
the Gofpell, and the will of God then wee; Euen 
wee our felues, had at this prefent been as Saluage, 
andas miferable as the moft barbarous Saluage yet 
vniciuilized. The Hebrewes,and Lacedemonians,he 
Goths, the Grecians, the Romanes, and the reft, what 
was ic they would not vndertake to inlarge their 
Territories, enrich their fubie@s, refift their ene- 
mies ? Thofe that were the founders of thofe 
great Monarchies & their vertves, were no filuered 
idle golden Pharifes, but induftrious iron-ftceled 
Publicans : They regarded more prouifions, and 
neceflaries for their people, then iewels,, riches, 
ea(e, or delight for themielues. Riches were their 
feruants, not their Maifters. Theyruled (as Fa- 
thers, not as Tyrantes) cheir people as chil- 
dren, noc as flaves : there was no difafter, could 
difcourage chem;and fer none thinke they incoune 
tered not with all manner of incumbrances, And 
whachaueeitter beene the workes of the greare 
Princes of theearth, but planting of countries, 
and ciuilizing barbarous and inhumane Nations, 
to ciuilitieand humanitie ? wholeeternall ations, 
fillourhiftories. Laftly, the Portsgales,and Spany- 


- ards; whole euetliuing aGions,betore our eyes will

teftifie with chem our idleneffe, and ingratitude to 
| all pofterities, and the negleé of our duties inour 
pietie and religion we owe our God,our King and 
Countrie;and of want charity to thofe poore falua- 
ges, whole Countrie wee challenge , vfeand pof- 
fefle s except wee bee but madeto vie, and marre 
what ourHore-fathers made, or but onely tell what 
they did, or eftceme our feluestoo goodto take the 
like paines. VWVas it vertuein them, to prouide that 
doth maintaine vs ? and bafenefle forvs to doe the 
like for others? Surely no. Then feeing weare not 
borne for our {elues, but each to helpe other, and i 
our abilities are much alike at the houre of our | i 
birth, and the minute of our death: Seeing our | 
good deedes, or our badde, by faith in Chris me- 
rits, is ail we hauetocarrieour foulesto heaven, or 
hell: Seeing honour is our lines ambition; and our 
ambitionafter death, to hauean honourable 
memorie of ourlife : and fecing by noe 
Encanes wee would bee abated of the 
dignicies & glories of our Prede- 
| eeflors; let vs imitate their 
vertues to bee wor- 
thily their fac- 
ceflors,
